deliberations. 
Phillips as a member 


of the firm of Phillips and Stevens. 
shortly after the armistice obtained 
a contract from the government as 
the agent of a conference of lumber 
dealers to dispose of surplus lumber 
left from cantoment and camp con- 
struction and other war developments. 


Proceedings of the grand jury which 


so far as can be learned has yet to 
hand down its first indictment, have 
been veiled in scerecy. and 
United 


States Commissioner Hitt, who issued 
the warrant for Phillips, beyond con- 
firming reports that it has been is- 
sued, has refused to discuss the case. 
It has been generally reported, how- 
ever, that lumber 
contracts 
have 


been the first to be considered by 
the grand jury. 


In a recent speech in the house, 


Representative Woodruff, republican, 
Michigan, asserted that government 
auditors had filed reports with the 
department of justice in September 
1921, 
showing 
that 
Phillips 
and 


Stevens still owed the government 
under their contract more than 8 
850,000. 
While the contract 
called 


for the disposal of spruce, pine, hem- 
lock and fir lumber only. Represent 
ative Woodruff said, the report showed 
the firm had sold 
more than 50 


varieties 
including much 
valuable 


hardwoods. 
The war frauds inquory of the de- 


partment of justice developed a mys- 
tery today concerning the identity of 
the person or persons who on Satur- 
day swore out a warrant for the ar- 
rest of John 
Phillips. 
It 
became 


known however that wour persons ap- 
peared at Commissioner Hitt'a office 
late Saturday and that the warrant 
was issued shortly thereafter.

ness and insurrection which prevailed for 
so long a time and which would inevitably 
cancel the treaty understanding with 
Great Britain. It could only result in 
bloodshed and destruction and in no gain 
to Ireland. 


HIGHER COAL PRICES NOT 


JUSTIFIED 


Secretary of Commerce Hoover spoke 


to the point when he advised the coal op- 
erators that recent increases of fuel pric- 
es were not justified, and more than pass- 
ing significance attached to his statement 
that it would be contrary to law to fix 
prices by agreement. 


Cheap coal is as necessary to commerce 


as low freight rates. 
It would not ma- 


terially improve business to cut 
traffic 


charges and at the same time raise coal 
prices. 


It is time for the operators to discon- 


tinue the "waiting game"', which is sure 
to have some adverse effect on manufac- 
ture, and bring the issue to a crisis by reg- 
ulating production to growing demand. 


Even- situation such as prevails in the 


coal industry helps no interest and hurts 
all. 
The operators and workers are suf- 


fering losses, and so is the public. It will 
be some relief to fix coal prices at "fair 
levels." yet the only satisfaction and per- 
manent relief must be had through re- 
newed production.

Watch Baby's Food 


"I'VE EATEN PROPER FOODS AND I'M FEELING FINE:"

Although illness of every sort is 


far more serious to younger babies, 
older babies do suffer from serious 
attacks of diarrhea, especially in sum- 
mer. 
For the most part, these result 


from mistakes in feeding 
at 
about 


the weaning period. As the child be- 
gins to eat solid foods, after an exclu- 
sive milk diet, mothers are very prone 
to hasten matters too fast. 


They like to have baby come to the 


table, and eat what the family has. 
In this way, a baby often is given foods 
which are not suited to his digestion, 
and those which are really harmful to 
him. Probably some of the frequent 
sources of digestive upsets in these 
older children are the summer fruits, 
either those which are over-ripe or 
under-ripe. 


The treatment of a severe case of 


diarrhea with 
vomiting 
and 
fever 


should always be directed by a phy- 
sician if one can be had. In the mean- 
time, castor oil may be given. 
Give 


two teaspoonsful 
in 
lemonade 
or 


orange juice. 
Never give an offend- 


ing medicine in milk, or any other 


common food, lest the child may thus 
be turned against it. 


After the child is well, he should bo 


kept quiet, and be given light foods 
for sometime. 
It is very easy to in 


duce a second attack of diarrhea in a 
child who has had one, and 
even 


though he demands all sorts of things, 
the wise mother will stick to milk, 
broths, thin gruels and the like for at 
least two weeks after an attack, es- 
pecially if the weather is hot. 


He should have a cool room, and a 


quiet life and should be kept in ber 
at least for somedays. These illnesses 
are weakening, and the little patient 
needs the best possible opportunity to 
regain his full strength after going 
through such an ordeal. 


Diarrhea can easily be prevented 


mother eta.oin etabin etaoin etaoin e 
certainly in very many eases. If every 
mother would keep a. set of rules for 
proper feeding nt hand, using those 
for each age, and would add to thu 
care, much attention to keeping the 
baby cool, quiet and supplied with 
fresh a.ir. day and night, she would 
have little fear, even if her baby is fir 
tificwlly fed.

DEEP DISH APPLE PIE 


Line a. deep pie dish or shallow pud- 


ding dish with rich pastry. If a pie 
dish is used the crust must be built up 
around the outside edge. 


Pare, cut in eighths and core ap- 


ples. Fill shell with fruit, heaping it 
up in the center. Mix one tablespoon 
flour with three-quarters cup sugar 
and sprinkle over apples. 


Dot with bits of butter. Form a lat- 


tice work over the top of the apples 
with strips of paste. 


Bake 45 minutes in a moderate oven. 


Servo with cream 
and sugar 
or 


whipped cream sweetened with shaved 
maple sugar. 


Another way: 
Line shallow pudding dish with pas- 


try. Put a. small cup upside down in 
the center. 
Fill 
dish 
with 
fruit. 


SprinkJe with sugar and add one table- 
spoon cold water if the fruit is not 
juicy. 


Cover with a top crust am\ bake 


45 minutes in hot oven. 


Dampen the edge of -the lower crust 


before putting on the top crust. Run 
the rolling pin around the edge, trim 
with a s.harp knife and pinch the edges 
together with thumb and forefinger. 


The cup in the center collects the 


juice and prevents "boilihg over" dur- 
ing baking.
